A Cireus Wreckea—Loas of Life. 
Lancastser, Ky., September 25. 

About 3:30 this morning, as the 
first of three special trains carrying 
Sells Bros.’ show from Richmond was 
coming around a curve 300 yards from 
Point Lick, the fourth car from the 
engine jumped the track and rolled 
down an embankment, followed by 
the balance of the train in its rear, 
consisting of fifteen cars. The cars 
were loaded principally with the bag- 
gage of the company, tableaux 
wagon, electric light machine and a 
cage containing a tiger. Several at- 
taches of the circus were scattered 
along on the train, and the destruc-- 
tion to both life and property was 
fearful. Three men were instantly 
killed, three probably fatally wounded 
and seven or eight more or less in- 
jured, Two of the killed were at- 
taches of the circus, and the third was 
William Underwood, a boy from Mt. 
Vernon, Ky., who was stealing a ride 
on the train, The cage containing the 
tiger burst open aud the fierce animal 
turned out, everyone being afraid to 
go near the scene until daylight, when 
the door was opened and the tiger 
crept back into prison and was se- 
cured, The electric light and tab- 
leaux wagons were completely de- 
stroyed. The track was torn up for 
over 100 yards and the cars piled up 
into. confused mass upon each other. 
The engine with the three front cara 
4 uninjured and was immedi- 
ately dispatched to Lancaster for sur- 
geons and coffins, A force of men 
was at once put to work, and by 5 
o'clock in the evening the track was 
cleared. 


Destructive Fivods in the East.

ers of this county that perhaps there 
may be a few trustees who will not 
permit the schools to be closed, nor 
allow the teachers their salaries during 


that time, thereby precluding the pos- 
sibility of their attendance at said in- 
stitute. If there be any .trustees who 
harbor such a thonght, I thiok they 
are Very ungenerous, and moreover, 
very unwise. I hope such is not the 
case. In my Opinion there is no-true 
lover of education who would wan- 
tonly place an obstacle in the way of 
advancing and promoting the interest 
of our educational system, which in 
our State and county is only in em- 
bryo. Such convocations of teachers 
have been instituted for the purpose 
of expanding the teachers knowledge, 
which must necessarily be benefitting 
to the children as well. The law pro- 
vides for the calling of institutes, 
which it is generally considered obli- 
gatory for teachers to attend, and it i» 
a great injustice to the teachers, who 
want to improve themselves in their 
profession, to prevent them. In fact, 
they should be induced and enoour- 
aged to attend. They should not be 
employed without showing proof 
(which is usually endorsed on their 
certificates by the County Superin: 
tendent) that they had attended teach- 
ers institutes if there were any held 
in their county. During the teachers’ 
absence from their daily charge the 
school machinery is not stopped, It 
is only directed in another course to 
return again with new impetus to the 
main channel, to be applied with 
greater force and effect. In conclu- 
sion my desire is, that all teachers will 
be permitted to attend, and that no 
deduction will be made from their 
salaries while in attendance thereon.

these fires are the result of careless- 
ness, The larger part of them are set 
by campers and amateur hunters. 
The annual losses from these fires can- 
not fall much below $1,000,000. If it 
were laid as an extra tax upon the in- 


habitants, they would protest strong - 
ly. Yet it is, in some sense, a tax. 
It is worse; because so much property 


lis destroyed for which no return is 


made. Taxes are supposed to result 
in some benefit to the people in the 
matter of government and protection. 
Now, this waste will goon, of say 
$1,000,000 a year, until some more 
stringent measures are taken to pre- 
vent forest fires. There has hardly 
been an instance in this State where 
damages have been collected of any 
one batting such fires. The campers 


and hunters go on their way, not tak- 


ing the trouble to put out the fires 
which tbey have started, and caring, 
apparently, very little about the-dam- 
age done. There are millions of acres 
in the autumn season which are cov— 
ered with the driest of combustible 
material, says the San Francisco Bulle- 
tin. A single match cast into the dry 
leaves will do the business. At this 
date fires are burning over hundreds 
of square miles of territory. Besides 
the more apparent destruction, where 
these fires run in the woods they kill 
the undergrowth, and in this way are 
constantly limiting the area of timber. 
Now those who by carelessness or de- 
sign leave fires burning at camping 
places, or by reason of stray shots, are 
Just as much incendiaries as those who 
set fire to dwellings, or carelessly 
start fires and leave them to consume 
dwelliugs. It is difficult in most cases 
to trace eut the responsibility for for- 
est fires. But statutes will not protect 
property unless they are enforced. 
The carelessness we indifference of 
campers and hunters to the probable 
destruction of property by great fires 
is unaccountable. There appears to be 
but one remedy, and that is to bring 
home the responsibility in such a way 
that parties who, by negligence or de- 
sign, start such fires will feel it in the 
way of assessments for damages.
